Salo o n Keep ers an d City Co u n cil o f 
Sterlin g at War 


It wo uld seem that the Sterling 
city co ur cil are desiro us o f acco mmo - 
dating' the salo o n 
keepers o r tha t 
eiiy in the ma tter o f license, if It can 
do so and keep within the letter and 
evident intent o f the iaw 
It granted 
a yearly license payable in advance. 
This was no t satisfacto ry. The salo o n- 
Kts wanted to pay semi-annually in 
advance. 
The co uncil said substa n­ 
tially, “ The law do es no t permit it. 
Such a gra nt wo uld be illegal: but as 
a co mpro mise, which will be the sa me 
In effect and keep within the pro ­ 
visio ns o f the law, we will grant yo u a 
semi-annual license, payable in ad­ 
vance.” 
The 
salo o nists 
by 
their 
actio n 
substa ntia lly 
replied: 
"We 
wo n't accept any 
co mpro mise. 
We 
do n't care a cent fo r the legality o r 
Illegality o f yo ur actio n. 
If the city 
gf vernment will no t 
ito w to 
o ur 
dictum, we will sell ‘so ft drinks’ o ver 
j the co unter and the o ther kind in 
j o riginal packages, subject o nly to go v- 
[ eminent license.” 
The co uncil then 
j revo ked its co mpro mise o rdinance and 
i passed its o riginal o rdinance granting 
1 annual licenses a t $1 .000 each in ad 
vance. 
On the o ther hand, the salo o nist 
do n’t seem to have much co nfidence in 
so me o f their o wn craft. 
They say in 
excuse fo r no t accepting asemi-a nuua l 
license: 
“ The six mo nths fro m May 
to No vember is o ur harvest time,fro m 
No vember to May is dead. 
So me o f 
o ur fello ws will take o ut license fo r 
the first half year, and then dro p it, 
selling so ft drinks o nly during the 
winter sea so n.” 
Hut this is evident­ 
ly a subterfuge and wo uld be mo re 
detrimental to tiiecity teasury than 
to the mo ney tills o f the salo o nist 
who co ntinued in the business and 
gathered in the shekels fro m the pa t­ 
ro ns o f their retiring co mrades. 
So the m a tter stands, and next week 
Sterling will be up against a liquo r 
pro po sitio n such as it lias never befo re 
had

“ knuckle do wn” to seventeen salo o n­ 
keepers, o r tight them to a finish.
